to carry the good news to her husband. 


The State Journal, in commenting on 


the case, said that "Mrs. Wall was the 
hsppiesb woman in Portsmouth when 
she received the telegram, and instead 
of sending a telegram to notify Mr. 
Wall of his gcod fortune, she boarded a 
train at once and carried the telegram 
fco. him. 
Gnard William E. Biddle, 


who was attending his trial at Ports- 
mouth, came on the train with Mrs. 
Wall, and when she saw him she came 
to him with the telegram waving above 
her head, saying joyfully, "Matt is 
free! Matt is free!" 
She communi- 


cated the good news to her husband be- 
hind the -walls, and it is not necessary 
to state that Mr. Wall was fully as 
happy as his wife. 
He states that all 


his $20,000 invested in the bank is 
gone and he will begin life anew, but 
he is not deterred by his age from 
beginning over. Since bis incarcera- 
tion he has been working in the chap 
Iain's office." 


Mr. Wnll, it will bo remembered, 


was sent to the penitentiary April 30th 
to serva a five year sentence for falsify- 
ing his accounts as cashier of the 
Farmers' bank. 
An effort was then 


made to secure a pardon, but resulted 
in a commutation of the sentence, to 
two years. 


The personal frienda of Mr. Wall 


will rejoico at his good luck, hut his 
early pardon seems to be a great wrong 
to the people of this community. 
Mr. 


Wall should have served his two yeara 
at least. This may seem harsh, but it 
should bo remembered that Mr. Wall 
was oouvictad of complicity in a gigantic 
steal—a steal which'wrecked a big 
banking institution and robbed hun- 
dreds of 'business men and laboring 
people of Southern Ohio of their hard- 
earned dollars. 
Hia pardon shows the 


power of the Soioto county gang to 
thwart justice and has a tendency to 
bring our courts into disrepute. Banks 
have been wrecked bfore!jin Portsmouth 
and thousands upon thousands of the 
poor people's money stolen, but Mr. 
Wall was the first man whom even a 
pretense was made to punish.

he was sentenced people shook their 
heads bitterly apd said, "Oh, it's only 
a bluff 1 They'll get him out in a few 
weeka."

During the day one of them died. 


The second death among the cases 


in Algiers was reported. It was Miss 
Caselar. 
In the other fatal Algiers 


case the patient was removed to the 
Isolation 'hospital and died there. 


Two of the deaths were in' Carroll- 


ton, which relative to population, has 
furnished more fatal cases than any 


" locality ia the city. 


Among the new cases is that of Mrs. 


Sa'mpseH. Her husband, Dr. Sampsell, 
and their son were taken ill three days 
ago, and the infection has spread ia 
the premises. 


Another physician 'is oa the list of 


cases reported, Dr. Otto Lerch, but he 
ia not reported to have a serious at- 
tack. Dr. Barnett and Dr. Howard Ol- 
liphant are both reported to be pro- 
gressing favorably toward recovery. 


Among the new cases is that of A. 


•E. Read, second engineer of the steam- 
ship Valleda. He was taken sick on 
the vessel and immediately removed 
to the Toura infirmary. The steamer 
had been disinfected and extra pre- 
cautions taken to prevent a spread of 
the fever among others of the crew. 


'Miss Carrie Hecker, who died, was

pyster made to kill his wife several 
months ago, when he was arrested for 
disorderly conduct. She says, after a 
protracted quarrel between Depyster 
and his wife, she went to their room 
in answer to a call for help and -found 
Mrs. Depyster night robe on fire and 
saturated with 
oil, which 
Depyster 


had poured over her before breaking 
the lamp. He had ignited the gar- 
ment. The two women bought him 
off and extinguished the flames. The 
Depysters have borne unenviable repu- 
tations for some time, and have con- 
ducted several 
questionable 
places. 


Mrs. Depyster's reputation has been 
unsavory for several years. Depyster 
comes from a well-to-do family, and 
was a railroad man up to three years 
ago, when he married 
this woman, 


since which he had beea in bad pur- 
suits. 


Opinions differ as to how Mrs. De- 


pyster's clothing was ignited. It was 
at first supposed that a lighted 'lamp 
had been thrown at her, 'but .as the 
burner to the lamp can not be found 
and nothing in the room where the

Late 
publications have fallen into the error 
of spelling this Laba.rge, but the board 
adhere to the original form Lebarge. 
There is a Lebarge river in Alaska. 


When Schwatka descended the Yu- 


kon in 1SS3 he named one of the lakes 
on its headwaters Lindeman, after Dr. 
•Moritz Lindeman, now vice president 
of the Bremen Geographical society. 
This sometimes appears erroneously, 
as Lindemann and Linderman. 
The 


board adopts Lindeman. 


One of the principal tributaries of 


the upper Yukon is the Lewes river, 
named by Mr. Robert Campbell of the 
Hudson Bay company, about 1848. This 
is often miscalled Lewis. 


The inlet, river and village at the 


head of Lynn canal, which now ap- 
pears in the newspapers almost daily 
under the form of Dyea, the starting 
point for the overland route, is an In- 
dian word 
-which lias appeared in 


many forms. Admiral 'Meade, in 1869, 
Tvrot it Taya; Krause in 1882 wrote 
it Dejah; Schwatka, Dayay; Dall in 
18S3, Taya. 
The board adopts 
the 


form Taiya. 


For the lake and 
river 
variously 


called Hootalinqua or Hotalinga, or 
Teslin-fHirm or Teslin Too, or Teslin, 
the board adopts Teslin. The termin- 
ation Hina and Too are said to mean 
river in different Indian dialects. 


DELUDED HEIKS 


TAKEN TO THE TOMBS." 


Detectlre Moor* Hold on Suspicion of 


Having Stubbed His Wife. 


New York. Oct. 11.—Central Office 


Detective William Moore of this city, 
who is under arrest of having stabbed 
his wife to death last week, was com- 
mitted to the Tombs prison. 


The most damaging evidence against 


the detective was given by a neighbor, 
who said she heard Moore in the house 
on the afternoon of the tragedy. Two 
boys also say that between 1 and 2 p. 
m., on Wednesday, they saw the de- 
tective leaving his home. 


Moore denies that Le Hilled his wife, 


and says that'he was in the Wall street 
district all day Wednesday until 3 p. 
m., when lie got word 
from 
police 


headquarters that there was something 
wrong at his home, and then he went 
up town and found his wife dead. 


The effort to suppress the fact that 


his wife ihad died from a stab wound 
of the abdomen and the burning of the 
murdered woman's clothing at 
the 


time of her death, all tend against 
Moore.

STRUCK BY A MOTOR. 


An Aged Capitalist of Detroit Uuu Down 


Near His Home. 


Detroit, Oct. 11.—Thomas McGraw, 


an aged capitalist and owner of the 
MeGraw -building, was struck by a 
Woodward avenue electric car 
near 


•his residence, sustaining injuries from 
which he cannot recover. 


Mr. McGraw 'had just alighted from 


an up car and was crossing the track 
toward his home, when the car struck 
him, knocking 'him down and crushing 
his skull. He Is 73 years old. 


No Need of Special Session. 


London, Oct. 11.—In reply to a pe- 


tition signed by -64 members of the 
Irish party in the house of commons, 
asking 'Che government to call a special 
session of parliament 'to deal with, the 
exceptional distress da Ireland, Arthur 
J. Balfour, first lord of the treasury 
and government leader In the house 
of commons, has written to John Dil- 
lon as follows: 
"The government has 


observed the partial failure of the po- 
tato crop with great concern, and is 
watching anxiously the condition of 
the people in the threatened districts. 
There is no need, however, to sum- 
mon 'parliament earlier than is cus- 
tomary, 'because should the apprehen- 
sions of the memorialists be unaa^pi.y 
realized, the executive is empowered 
to adopt the necessary measures with- 
out waiting for the sanction of par- 
liament."

j. H. Wait was the son of Benjamin 


F. Wait. He was born in Qhazy, New 
York, March 23d, 1811. 
His parents 


started for Ohio when be was but three 
years old. From Pittsbnrg they floated 
their horses and houshold goods down 
on a flat-boat and landed at the mouth 
of the Soioto. His ^family then went 
to live on the Little Soioto, but young 
Wait was ambitious, and as soon as he 
became twenty-one years of age he 
went to Cincinnati, thence to Pittsbnrg 
to learn the trade of cabinet making. 
He returned to Portsmouth in 1840 and 
established a shop, and success was his. 
-His business career covers a period oi 
forty-four years. 


During that time he bas taken 


advantage 
of many inventions for 


faoilitaing work in h'ia line. 
In the 


early years of his business, seeing 
hand-power was too alow, he estab- 
lished a factory ran by hoise-power. 
Later this was supplanted Dy the first 
steam factory between Pittsbnrg and 
Cincinnati, in the early fifties. 
Hia 


factory was situated on the corner of 
Second and Jefferson strebts, where bhe 
Tremper shoe factory now stands. 
In 


1884 Mr. Wait found that he was get- 
ting too old to carry on the business 
and retired. 


Mr, Wait was married and had six 


children. 
One of them, Mrs. Isabel 


.Wyeth, is dead.

bert D. .Wait, president of the Wait 
Cabinet 'works of this oity; Mrs. Anna
